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City Drops Fee 
Recovery for 
Now, Moves to 
Enforce 1157

Not with a bang, but a whimpier: The City of Sierra 
Madre did not, as anticipated, move to pursue recovery 
of court costs in the so-called “Tree Lawsuit,” instead 
removing an agenda item on the matter following a 
closed session discussion of the case. While unable to 
comment on the closed session discussions that led to 
the item’s removal. Mayor Doug Hayes said that the item 
may or may not appear on a future agenda. 

One resident and former Mayor happy to see the 
matter dropped was Jim Hester, who said, “I was glad 
to see this pulled. It’s time for people to start the heal¬ 
ing and put things behind them.” 

The City also voted unanimously to begin enforce¬ 
ment of Ordinance 1157, passed last July but on hold 
pending legal action, during which time the City has 
been under temporary urgency ordinances. "We could 
have begun operating under 1157 in the summer, but we 
were operating cautiously. We wanted to enr on the side 
of conservatism,” said Mayor Doug Hayes. “Now, we 
are able to focus on other issues,” he added, alluding to 
the City’s victories, still subject to appeal, in that law¬ 
suit. I don’t know if Judge O’Brien things it’s a good 
ordinance or not, but he thinks it’s a legal ordinance.” 

Hayes also reiterated his denial of the truth to the 
portion of the lawsuit which alleged that the Council 
predetermined its action while in closed session on Oc¬ 
tober 27,1997, saying, “If anyone had said ‘Hey, while 
we’re all here with the door closed, let’s talk about the 
Tree Ordinance,’ I would have walked out. So would 
everyone else,” Hayes ^ded. 

One upshot to the enforcement of 1157 is the fomi- 
ing of another Tree Commission, as provided for in that 
ordinance. Interested parties should contact City Hall, 
and the sooner, the better. 

With the discussion for fee recovery removed from 
the agenda, along with two other items (the Mary’s 
Market/Canyon Parking Lot project, and a Capital Im¬ 
provement Projects review ordinance) due to Coun- 
cilmember Kns Miller-Fisher’s absence due to illness, 
the meeting was a quick one. The Council concluded by 
approving consideration of a Community Arts Commis¬ 
sion, the scope of which will be largely detennined based 
upon input received at a community forum at a date to 
be specified.

Sierra Madre Mayor 
Doug Hayes was the fea¬ 
tured speaker at the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club on 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Hayes’ talk was both down 
home and extremely infor¬ 
mative, as he discussed a 
variety of issues, then 
fielded questions. 

“I last spoke here in 
1996,” Hayes recalled, cit¬ 
ing the candidates’ final 
forum. ‘There were three 
forums, but this one was 
the most dear to me, be¬ 
cause when I walk into this 
room. I’m walking into 
history. This is who we are 
here.” 

Hayes discussed his 
role on the Council, say¬ 
ing, ‘The Mayor is the one 
member of the City Coun¬ 
cil who sets the tone. No 
Councilmember has any 
power without your bless¬ 
ing, though, or you just 
throw the bum out.” 

Hayes noted that other 
communities (and some 
newspapers) treat Sierra 
Madre condescendingly, 
as a hick town of sorts, but 
added, “We are what they 
have lost. We are what oth¬ 
er communities are trying 
to come back to.” He did 
not attempt to take credit 
for Sierra Madre’s unique 
flavor, saying, ‘The qual¬ 
ity of life here is because 
of what you did, and what 
your parents and neighbors 
did. I inherited something 
that was all ready to go. 
My responsibility is to 
keep it special and make it 


maybe just a little bit bet¬ 
ter.” 

Hayes began discussing 
issues with a vow to com¬ 
mit to improving the qual¬ 
ity of life for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s senior citizens. “One 
thing that sets us apart is 
the number of veterans in 
town... A community is 
judged by how it treats the 
young and the old. In 
America, we get a ‘C’ at 
best. In Sierra Madre, we 
need to do better, and we 
can and we will.” He cred¬ 
ited Joylouise Harte’- 
Smith for her work on the 
Commission on Aging. 
Hayes added that he is op¬ 
posed to accepting federal 
funds for senior housing, 
because of the strings that 
come attached to such 
funds. “I want to take care 
of Sierra Madre’s seniors. 
If we accept federal mon¬ 
ey, we’re going to have 
applications from here to 
Timbukthree, and we 
won’t have any discre¬ 
tion.” 

He also discussed the 
City’s vastly improved fi¬ 
nancial position, noting 
that in 1993, Sierra Madre 
was $5(X),(X)0 in debt. Af¬ 
ter borrowing that sum, the 
City has repaid its debt and 
now has $2.2 million in the 
bank. “It’s not much, but 
it’s a whole lot better than 
we were,” he noted. 

Mayor Hayes credited 
the City’s fine public safe¬ 
ty personnel. “We have 
two paid staff members on 
the Fire Department, and 


44 volunteers, and our re¬ 
sponse time is one minute 
quicker than Arcadia’s,” 
Hayes said. He estimated 
the price tag for a paid fire 
department of similar size 
at $3 million annually. He 
added that the Police De¬ 
partment is the lowest paid 
in Southern California. 
“Unfortunately, we can’t 
afford to pay our police 
officers what they’re 
worth. Fortunately, we 
have excellent, quality po¬ 
lice officers.” Hayes also 
noted that Sierra Madre is 
the safest city in Southern 
California. 

One question from the 
crowd focused on street 
lighting, and the balance 
between ambience and 
public safety. Hayes dis¬ 
cussed the work being 
done by the Street Lighting 
Advisory Committee and 
the Utility Underground¬ 


ing Committee.

While still a young P-2 
Civil Engineer with the 
Forest Service on the An¬ 
geles National Forest in 
1947,1 was given the op¬ 
portunity to conduct a to¬ 
pographic survey of the 
old Colby Homestead for 
the Southern Methodist 
Church. Having acquired 
this property, they now in¬ 
tended to make it into a 
day camp and summer 
camping experience for 
their young people. 

This homestead, locat¬ 
ed in Colby Canyon, a trib¬ 
utary of Big Tujunga 
Creek, was familiar terri¬ 
tory and I fully understood 
the complexities of this

to do the job, I needed an¬ 
other engineer and two 
rodmen, so I picked Char¬ 
ley Davis, a good friend, as 
my assistant. Both of us 
considered ourselves to be

grocery stores. Ellet to the store, where it was 


“bundle”, getting paid for 
the survey and drawing 
our annual leave salary at 
the same time. We had it 
made, or so we thought. 

At that time, both of us 
were making about $2.50 
an hour and our idea of a 
“bundle”, would be in the 
range of $50 a day, about 
three times our regular sal¬ 
ary. In all honesty, we 
were tempted to make an 
even sweeter deal, $100 a 
day, but felt somewhat 
abashed at asking men of 
the cloth for what to us, 
was an outrageous sum. 
The lower figure was more 
in keeping with our respect 
for the Church, even 
though we were aware that 
any outside engineering 
organization would have 
to ask for even a higher 
rate due to travel time and 
union dues. However, just 
how much the outsiders 
would have to ask, was of 
course, unknown to us. 

The night of our presen¬ 
tation to the President of 
the Church council, we 
were somewhat nervous. 


not wanting to appear too 
greedy and not wanting to 
embarrass our top “brass” 
who had arranged for our 
good fortune, yet wanting 
to make a reasonable rate 
of pay for the job. It would 
allow me for the first time 
in our married life, to make 
as much as my darling 
wife, Virginia, who at that 
time, was in the fashion 
world of Hollywood. With 
our final summation of 
how we would approach 
the project and the amount 
of time that it would take, 
we presented our bottom 
line, $ 150 a day, $50 a day

Brothers had a store on 
Main Street, near the Mis¬ 
sissippi River, and they 
sold everything but fresh 
meat. It was the same with 
Finches Store near the 
Commerce Hotel. Break¬ 
fast food was just coming 
into use and I saw my first 
box of Grape Nuts at 
Finches Store. Humphrey 
and Newell had a meat and 
grocery store just north of 
the school house, but both 
departments were small. 

Henry Bettler’s Store 
on Fifth and Main was the 
biggest and best of all. It 
was unique because Mr. 
Bettler raised his own 
meat. On a farm just east 
of town, he grew corn 
which he fed to his own 


placed in a large walk-in 
refrigerator, cooled by ice 
that had been cut from the 
Mississippi River the win¬ 
ter before by Mr. Bettler’s 
own crew of men. Henry 
Bettler touched all bases. 
John Miller, a most capa¬ 
ble butcher, had charge of 
the meat department. How 
he had time to do all that he 
did is still a mystery. Be¬ 
sides waiting on custom¬ 
ers, he made huge quanti¬ 
ties of bologna, tied in 
horseshoe-shaped rings, 
and sold directly from the 
steamer. He made what 
seemed to be miles of 
frankfurters and his pork 
sausage links were the best 
I have ever eaten. 

It was not possible to 


keep a supply of pre-cut 
meats, so all sales were cut 
to order. I can remember 
asking Mr. Miller for a 

slice of round steak and he 
would carry the whole leg 
of a steer and put it on the 
butcher block. There it 
was cut and the bone 
sawed by hand. There was 
no electric power saw of 
any kind. Between the 
meat department and the 
grocery department there 
was a small passageway in 
front of the candy counter. 
Imitation cigarettes made 
of sugar were one-cent 
each and chocolate cigars 
were five-cents. The gro¬ 
cery store was the epitome 
of the old-time country 
store. The shelves held a 
good supply of caned 
goods, including salmon 
and Sardines, while rice 
and beans were scooped

of breath. Legs aching, 
lungs aching, heart 
aching...essentially 2/3 
dead. Now, it could con¬ 
ceivably be somewhat 
embarrassing to be gasp¬ 
ing for air and stopping 
every 2(X) yards in an ef¬ 
fort to postpone one’s in¬ 
evitable death, especially 
when that person is getting 
passed by senior citizens 
with Chihuahuas, neither 
of which seem to find the 
trek any more exerting 
than picking up the daily 
paper. 

But here’s the beauty of 
it! Thanks to the magnifi¬ 
cent views offered by the 
Mount Wilson Trail, our 
exhausted would-be hiker 
isn’t sucking wind.

Estrogen therapy has a positive effect on several heart 
disease risk factors. The Postmenopausal Estrogen/ 
Progestin Interventions Trial found that ERT and HRT 
increase the level of “good” cholesterol. (Even small 
increases can potentially lower your risk of heart dis¬ 
ease.) It also found that HRT lowers the levels of “bad” 
cholesterol and of a blood-clotting factor that is a pre¬ 
dictor of heart attack and stroke. 

In the long-term Nurses’ Health Study, ERT and HRT 
reduced the risk of death from cardiovascular disease 
and stroke, as well as from all major diseases except 
breast caner. This benefit (a longer life expectancy) 
persisted even after 10 years of hormone treatment, 
though at a lower level due to the higher risk of breast 
cancer. 

Other research has shown that estrogen therapy helps 
blood vessels relax and respond to exercise and physi¬ 
cal stress by keeping arteries reactive and by increasing 
blood flow. 

ERT and HRT help relieve menopausal symptoms, 
protect against the bone disease osteoporosis and help 
prevent fractures. 

Early clinical data have shown that the loss of estro¬ 
gen in women may be linked to risk of Ab.heimer’s dis¬ 
ease. The disfease may be less likely to strike women 
who take estrdgen after menopause. 

Risks of ERT and HRT 

ERT (estrogen alone) raises the risk of endometrial 
or uterine cancer in women with an intact uterus. How¬ 
ever, HRT (combining estrogen and progestin) reduces 
the risk of endometrial cancer. 

ERT and HRT may increase a woman’s triglyceride 
levels, but it is not known if that raises her coronary risk. 

There is a higher risk of blood clots and a higher risk 
of gall bladder disease in women taking ERT or HRT. 

Women in the Nurses’ Health Study and in several 
other studies who used hormones for 10 or more years 
had an increase in breast cancer. 

In a study of older women with severe coronary heart 
disease - the Heart and Estrogen-progestin Replacement 
Study (HERS) - starting them on HRT did not reduce 
the risk of another heart attack or coronary death. This 
risk actually increased in the first year of hormone ther¬ 
apy. 

The three-year Postmenopausal Estrogen/Progestin 
Interventions (PEPI) Trial is the only randomized clin¬ 
ical trial done to date of ERT and HRT in women. All 
the other benefits and risks discussed here derive from 
observational studies and are therefore less well defined. 
We should learn more about the benefits and risks of 
hormone use in healthy women from results of a major 
controlled clinical trial now underway. The Women’s 
Health Initiative (WHI), an ongoing National Institutes 
of Health study, is planned to end in 2006. The WHI is 
the first trial to provide disease data in ethnic minority 
women on hormone therapy. 

Remember that as a woman approaches menopause, 
her risk of heart disease and stroke begins to rise and 
keeps rising as she ages. 

Talk to your doctor about how this information relates 
to your personal and family health history and what you 
can do to reduce your risk.

1998 home sales in Sierra Madre increased at a healthy 
rate over 1997 sales. For those of you who read the re¬ 
port in the Business Section of last week’s Pasadena Star 
News which reported a 52.3 percent increase in the me¬ 
dian price for Nov. 1998 over Nov. 1997, please don’t 
get too excited. You must understand that the median 
price reflects the price at which half of the sales were 
higher and half were lower. When you are only dealing 
with a small number of sales (as was the case with Nov. 
Sierra Madre sales) the figures, although true, can be 
somewhat misleading. A more accurate assessment 
would be to look at the overall 1998 sales performance 
over 1997, including not only the median price but an 
average of all sales prices. 

The following figures were taken from the Multiple 
Listing Service of the Arcadia Board of Realtors. There 
are currently 48 properties on the market in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. These include single family residences, townhomes, 
and condos and exclude commercial and land offerings. 
This number has slowly DECREASED over the last year. 
In September of 1998 it was 64. The number of homes 
sold in 1997 was 148 and in 1998 was 166 resulting in a 
12% INCREASE. The median price in 1997 was 
$285,000 and in 1998 was $339,000 resulting in an IN¬ 
CREASE of 19%. The average price in 1997 was 
$327,0(X) and in 1998 was $365,000 resulting in an 11.6% 
INCREASE. 

Thus you have a more realistic picture of the market 
trends for 1998. The inventory has DECREASED and 
the average price shows a very healthy, non-neurotic IN-' 
CREASE of 11.6%. Good luck to all of us in 1999!

Can’t Happen in Arcadia? Check with the Supreme Court

Residents who objected 
last year to a tattoo parlor 
in Arcadia may be in for 
the shock of their lives. It 
is strongly expected at City 
Hall that soon an applica¬ 
tion will be filed for a fully 
nude “juice bar” to be lo¬ 
cated in Arcadia and open 
to customers as young as 
age 18. Residents believ¬ 
ing that such a proposal 
would never get by City 
staff or City Council are in 
for an even bigger sur¬ 
prise: The City is power¬ 
less to keep such establish¬ 
ments out. 

The difference between 
a strip club and a card ca¬ 
sino, which cities may al¬ 
low or not allow at their 
discretion, is that the strip 
club has been granted First 
Amendment protection by 
the United States Supreme 
Court, according to City 
Attorney Michael Miller. 


City representatives in¬ 
cluding Miller have met 
with the proposed opera¬ 
tors of what may become 
Arcadia’s first totally nude 
entertainment facility at 
11580 Clark Avenue, in an 
industrial section of the 
City that many residents 
aren’t even aware is 
Arcadia. 

Miller fully expects to 
receive an application at 
City Hall, and in his esti¬ 
mation and the estimation 
of an attorney specializing 
in Constitutional issues, 
retained by the City, 
Arcadia will be powerless 
to keep them out. “We’ve 
had a good ordinance on 
the books for 11 years 
now,” Miller says. “We 
have not yet seen an appli¬ 
cation for such an estab¬ 
lishment. The law has 
changed during that 11- 
year period, however.” 


Those changes have in¬ 
cluded case law that dic¬ 
tates that any City must 
allow such adult busi¬ 
nesses. “We can prescribe 
locations that minimize the 
negative secondary effects 
of such establishments, but 
we can’t regulate content,” 
Miller said. 

Those ‘negative sec¬ 
ondary effects,’ according 
to studies cited by Miller, 
are pretty much what 
you’d expect: crime, 
blight, drug traffic, and a 
general downgrading of 
the neighborhoods they 
come into. 

A City has the power to 
set parameters within 
which the proposed adult 
business must locate. In 
Arcadia, for instance, such 
businesses cannot be 
within 1,000 feet of a 
school, nor within 750 feet 
of a residential zone. How-

She was the toast of the 
day, surrounded by family, 
friends and fellow resi¬ 
dents as Arcadia Garden 
Activity Director, Debbie 
Vermilya, and Adminis¬ 
trator, Julie Chirikian, pre¬ 
sented a slide show on her 
life. Official greetings 
were read and presented to 
Edna including a letter 
from Governor Peter Wil¬ 


son and President William 
Clinton. Family in atten¬ 
dance included son-in-law, 
Glenn Jett, granddaughter, 
Linda Merchain and her 
husband, Ray, and great 
granddaughters, Lisa, 
Nikki and Katie Cavazos. 
Close family friend, John 
Parkinson, and Norma and 
Roy Whetstone, friends of 
Edna’s since the 1940’s, 
completed the group of 
celebrants who filled the 
day with fun in honoring a 
very sp)ecial lady. 

Born Edna Herbert, 
Edna was the daughter of 
a plumber and a candy fac¬ 
tory worker in Denver, 
Colorado. A good student 
in high school, she married 
at the age of twenty-one. 
Though the marriage 
didn’t work out, it brought 
a great joy to Edna’s life, 
a daughter, Helen. Edna 
carried on as a single 


mother working hard to 
make ends meet. In the 
1930s, Edna moved to 
Hollywood, California. In 
an account written by her 
only granddaughter, 
Linda, Edna’s life with her 
daughter, Helen was de¬ 
scribed. ‘They had plenty 
of hard times”, but Edna 
just kept on working. 
(Edna lived through two 
World Wars, other weirs, 
and the great depression.)” 

Though Edna worked 
hard most of her life, the 
work was never monoto¬ 
nous, often enterprising 
and creative. Quick with 
numbers, she was a book¬ 
keeper for a Buick dealer. 
Using her expertise on the 
keyboard, she landed a job 
playing a huge pipe organ 
at the movie theatre before 
there were “talkies”. She 
started up her own busi-

ever, if the layout of the 
City is such that there are 
no existing locations 
which meet the guidelines 
set forth in the relevant 
sections of the Municipal 
Code, then that City is in 
violation of Federal law. In 
other words, you can tell 
them where in the City 
they must locate, but you 
have to make room for 
them somewhere. 

The alternative, accord¬ 
ing to Miller, is bleak. 
“Cities that take a hard¬ 
line stance and say to heck 
with the law, they’re not 


coming in here are going 
to rack up hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in le¬ 
gal fees, maybe up to a 
million dollars, and 
they’re going to lose.” 

Make no mistake: Adult 
businesses are lucrative, 
and they come with attor¬ 
neys well-versed in the rel¬ 
evant law, which currently 
backs their right to come 
into whatever city they 
choose. Once thought to be 
relegated to the seedy cit¬ 
ies, strip clubs are now 
cropping up in places as 
unlikely as Beverly Hills. 


While Miller notes that a 
proposed deal may always 
fall through, or owners 
may find another potential 
location, he expects to get 
paperwork soon. Adult 
businesses are not even 
subject to conditional use 
permits, according to 
Miller. 

Mayor Gary Kovacic, 
needless to say, is not 
thrilled with the idea. “Ob¬ 
viously, I’m as concerned 
as anyone,” he said last 
night. “I think I’m in 
agreement with most 
Arcadians when I say that

Arcadia Prepares 
forY2K

The City of Arcadia 
continues to work on the 
Y2K problem, as the clock 
moves to 11 1/2 months 
and counting before Janu¬ 
ary 1,2000. City Manager 
Bill Kelly believes that 
things are looking good at 
City Hall. 

“I believe that what we 
have is essentially 11 
months of fine tuning. We 
have a handle on the big 
issues,” said Kelly. 

City staff has spent 
some time preparing for 
Y2K, and Arcadia’s as¬ 
sorted department heads 
have been taking an inven¬ 
tory of equipment and po¬ 
tential problems, as well as 
a cost analysis for tempo¬ 
rary equipment or over¬ 
time, if needed, to mitigate 
the effects of Y2K. The 
conventional Y2K wis¬ 
dom has shifted from mass 
hysteria to a belief that 
most of the larger prob¬ 
lems will be under control, 
along with the understand¬ 
ing and acceptance that 
some minor inconve¬ 
niences will be unavoid¬ 
able. 

Kelly is in the process 
of going over the reports of 
the department heads, and 
expects to report to the 
City Council soon. 


Following the review of 
the systems and equipment 
inventories. City staff will 
be making contingency 
plans and talking to ven¬ 
dors and suppliers about 
equipment. Every depart¬ 
ment is responsible for its 
own preparedness, except 
for with respect to the 
desktop computers, copi¬ 
ers, and other such equip¬ 
ment, which are the re¬ 
sponsibility of Adminis¬ 
trative Services. 

Kelly notes that public 
safety will be a primary 
concern, and points out 
that the Police Department 
and Fire Department have 
been working longer on 
gathering the relative data. 

“I want to get a handle 
on the costs for the entire 
City,” Kelly added. “We 
want to make some worst 
case assumptions, but 
we’re being realistic.” 

One of the problems 
that Arcadia may have is 
that not all of their equip¬ 
ment is strictly Arcadia 
equipment. “We have so 
many interconnects with 
Los Angeles County and 
that State, and the utility 
companies will have their 
own issues to work out,” 
he says. 

The City will be run¬ 


ning tests later in the year, 
and is treating the issue as 
it would a disaster pre¬ 
paredness exercise. ‘The 
City’s Emergency Opera¬ 
tions Center has one or two 
full disaster drills each 
year, and I’m very satis¬ 
fied with its performance,” 
Kelly said. The potential 
malfunction of systems is 
comparable to losing those 
systems in an earthquake. 
Kelly mentioned the possi¬ 
bility of having a skeleton 
crew in the Emergency 
Operations Center on New 
Year’s Eve, with rented 
portable generators, if 
needed. 

The City is going under 
the assumption that some 
things will fail. The prob¬ 
lem with Y2K is, until 
push comes to shove, it’s 
not obvious which systems 
will fail and which will be 
fine. The City’s primary 
focus is on the water and 
sewer systems, the vehicle 
fleet, and the traffic sig¬ 
nals, as well as police and 
fire communications 
equipment. 

Some computer prob¬ 
lems will be handled by 
Windows ‘98 upgrades. 
The operating system is

the best thing would have 
been for them to file their 
application in another 
City, but we’re going to do 
as much as we can to miti¬ 
gate the effects of this type 
of business. We’re going 
to do as much as we can to 
restrict certain negative 
types of activities at the 
location without violating 
anyone’s Constitutional 
rights.” 

Kovacic said that he 
was not intimidated by the 


financial clout of adult 
businesses, but added, “It 
would not be prudent to 
get involved in an expen¬ 
sive lawsuit that we have 
on good authority we 
would not win.” He further 
added that the potential 
owners of the business in 
que.stion have thus far been 
very cooperative and will¬ 
ing to work with City staff 
to mitigate the negative 
effects of their proposed 
business.

ness in Cerritos as the 
owner of a ceramic store, 
until the earthquake of 
1952 destroyed all of her 
wares. Being resilient and 
resourceful, she used her 
love and talent for sewing 
to switch to selling 
children’s clothing in her 
store. In later years she 
used her sewing knowl¬ 
edge as an employee of 
Maxines Yardage Store 
until she was seventy-two. 

Her granddaughter re¬ 
called that she had two 
loves. “Edna loved to sew 
and garden, as her mother 
had done. She kept her 
granddaughter clothed un- 
til she was a grown 
woman. She could also 
make anything grow. It 
was said of Edna many 
times that she could put a 
broom in the ground and 
make it grow!” 

Though Edna spent a lot 
of her life on her own, she 
did eventually remarry. 
Her granddaughter, Linda, 
described how she met a 
very special man in her 
life. “In 1945, she married 
a man who won over her 
heart with his beautiful 
poetry, Fred Willhite.” She 
became a grandmother in 
1947, when Helen gave 
birth to Edna’s only grand¬ 


child, Linda. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Fred died from a 
heart attack while driving 
his car, in 1954. 

As a widow, Edna’s life 
remained very full. She 
continued to have a very 
close and loving relation¬ 
ship with her daughter, 
Helen, her granddaughter, 
Linda, and son-in-law, 
Glenn Jett.

The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil last week approved 
contracting with 

Americlean, an environ¬ 
mental consulting services 
company proposing to as¬ 
sist the City in meeting its 
State-mandated refuse di¬ 
version rates by instituting 
a commercial program 
within the City. 

“The residential sector 
is doing pretty much all it 
can do, and it’s doing a 
very good job,” said Man¬ 
agement Analyst Bryan 
Boeskin. “Now, we need 
some help from the com¬ 
mercial sector.” 

The proposed program 
is based on a win-win phi¬ 
losophy, and much of its 


success depends on how 
easily Americlean will be 
able to explain to business 
owners that it makes good 
financial sense for them to 
recycle. Arcadia, like all 
other cities in California, 
faces steep fines if 50% of 
refuse computed from a 
baseline year earlier in the 
decade is not being di¬ 
verted (translation, for 
practical purposes: re¬ 
cycled) by the year 2000. 

The most recent report 
sent to the State was for the 
year 1997, and showed a 
35% diversion rate in the 
residential sector. That’s 
the good news. The bad 
news is, diversion in the 
commercial sector is re-

ported at under 5%. 

There are two basic rea¬ 
sons that commercial recy¬ 
cling is reported at such a 
low rate: One is, busi¬ 
nesses don’t recycle all 
that much. Their owners 
don’t all live in town, and 
it’s easier when running a 
business to just dump ev¬ 
erything in a large bin. The 
second reason is, even 
when businesses do have a 
recycling program, there’s 
no mechanism for the City 
to monitor their diversion, 
so Arcadia doesn’t get 
credit for it. That will 
change as a result of last 
week’s action, as one of 
Americlean’s services is a 
survey that will attempt to 
quantify recycling rates 
currently in process. 

The brunt of the in¬ 
crease will come from the 
technical assistance 
Americlean offers to large 
and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses in town, showing 
them the potential for recy- 
cling, and the benefits. 
What benefits? Well, it 
costs money to haul things 
off to be dumped. For busi¬ 
nesses that generate a large 
waste stream, it costs quite 
a bit of money. 

“The best approach is 
simply to show them the 
economic advantage,” 
Boeskin says. “For many 
businesses, up to 85% or 
more of what they’re pay¬ 
ing to be hauled off to the 
dump may be recyclable, 
and they can get it out of 
there for no charge or a 
comparably small charge. ^ 
It’s cost effective for them, 
and it’s important for the 
City to get credit for the 
commercial recycling.” 

From the City’s per¬ 
spective, Boeskin adds, it 
helps the various busi¬ 
nesses in town who call 
City Hall and have an in¬ 
terest in recycling; prior to 
last week’s decision, the 
City had no program to 
offer those businesses.

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from bins beside the counter. 

There was no produce market as we know it, but cab¬ 
bage, potatoes, and dry onions were always available. 
Mr. Bettler always had oranges and lemons on hand. The 
oranges were from Florida and were called “Blood Or¬ 
anges” because of the color of the juice. Quite often, a 
stem of bananas was hanging by a rope from the ceil¬ 
ing. Oranges, lemons and bananas were all sold by the 
dozen, not by the pound. In late summer, there was al¬ 
ways a good supply of melons, grown on his own farm. 
We called these “musk melons”, but a lot of people still 
called them ‘mush melons”. In those days we had nev¬ 
er heard of the word “cantaloupe”. 

On the counter was an old-fashioned coffee grinder 
with a heavy fly wheel. Next to it was a vintage brass 
cash register and, almost always on the counter next to 
it, was a wheel of cheese. In the center of the store was 
an old-fashioned pot-bellied stove, and near the wall was 
a tin cupboard, perhaps five feet tall, four feet wide, and 
a foot deep. The different compartments held cookies 
and ginger snaps. I’m sure the first Fig Newton I ever 
ate came from that tin cupboard. 

The store was always busy, but Saturday was espe¬ 
cially busy, as the store was never open on Sunday. It 
was busiest ori Saturday morning in the winter because 
the farmers preferred to come at that time of day, instead 
of driving in tl^e evening. The farmers got their weekly 
shave while the wives did the shopping. They were all 
dressed in warm clothes with heavy scarves wound 
around their heads and over their faces. The women’s 
footwear in those days was abominable and they most 
certainly couldn’t have been comfortable in wintertime. 
The men were luckier. They had heavy wool socks over 
which was pulled a felt boot. The boot was one-half inch 
thick and made of wool. They were worn over heavy 
socks and then overshoes put on over it all. some even 
put straw in the bottom of the overshoe for extra insula¬ 
tion. 

The hot stove was the centerpiece on winter days. 
People gathered around it and talked of births and deaths 
and health in general, and, of course, the weather. They 
came not just for food, but for warmth and gossip. We 
didn’t discuss nuclear power or bombs of missiles. What 
happened to the families of our hometown was the most 
important topic of conversation. 

Mt. Bettler started early in life working hard and for 
long hours. This, combined with a sharp business sense, 
enabled him to retire in late middle age. He sold his store 
and home in Keithsburg and moved to Hollywood. 
There he built a small four-unit apartment house on Sel¬ 
ma Avenue, just south of Grauman’s Egyptian Theater, 
and settled down to a well-earned retirement. I visited 
Bettler’s often in the next twenty years and was often 
regaled with stories of the hijinx and practical jokes that 
were played in the store. There was a man in our town 
who was untidy in all ways and he often came into Mt. 
Settler’s Store and made a nuisance of himself. He 
though he was God’s gift to women and would.always 
try to engage a woman in conversation. It annoyed the 
lady and infuriated Mr. Bettler. Once, when the self- 
appointed lotherio was operating, Mr. Bettler sneaked 
around behind him and poured a large tin cup of water 
in his overcoat pocket. Soon, there was a stream of water 
going down the pest’s pant leg. He left the store and 
never came back. Mr. Bettler had a hearty laugh when 
he told me that story. 

Mrs. Bettler was a small, intense woman and very 
religious. Once she said, “I hope when I get to heaven 
God has a nice interesting job for me.” Her husband 
almost jumped out of his chair. “Job,” he shouted, “Who 
wants a job? I want to go fishing.” 

Henry Bettler died in 1948, and I was one of the six 
men chosen to be his pall bearers. As we carried him to 
his final resting place, we carried more that the mortal 
body of a man. With him went a symbol of an Ameri¬ 
cana that would soon disappear forever.

But, California being a Commu- ( 
nity Property State, she would in effect, be entitled to 
half of what I made, $25. E)espite the fact, that she was t 
busy in her own world and the fact, that she would also \ 
have to hike two miles between where we would park t 
the car to the homestead cabin, she made the right deci- > 
sion.
